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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
November 9, 2004 has been entered. 

Amendment received October 14, 2004 has been acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , the recitation "retrieving a part corresponding to said machine part 
information" renders the claim indefinite since it is unclear how the retrieving of the part 
is being done? Is Applicant claiming a physical step of retrieving a part? If the part is 
physically being retrieved, contradict with claims 2 and 3 wherein the steps are 
performed on a portable personal computer or on a numerical controller. Clarification 
regarding this limitation is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

The basis of this rejection is set forth in a two-prong test of: 

(1 ) whether the invention is within the technological arts; and 

(2) whether the invention produces a useful, concrete, and tangible result. 

For a claimed invention to be statutory, the claimed invention must be within the 
technological arts. Mere ideas in the abstract (i.e., abstract idea, law of nature, natural 
phenomena) that do not apply, involve, use, or advance the technological arts fail to 
promote the "progress of science and the useful arts" (i.e., the physical sciences as 
opposed to social sciences, for example) and therefore are found to be non-statutory 
subject matter. For a process claim, the recited process must somehow apply, involve, 
use, or advance the technological arts. 

In the present case, claim 1 only recites an abstract idea. The recited steps of 
merely retrieving information about a machine part from a disc-shaped portable mass- 
storage medium does not apply, involve, use, or advance the technological arts since all 
of the recited steps can be performed in the mind of the user or by use of a pencil and 
paper. These steps only constitute an idea of how to retrieve machine components. 

Additionally, for a claimed invention to be statutory, the claimed invention must 
produce a useful, concrete, and tangible result. In the present case, the claimed 
invention retrieves information (i.e., repeatable) used in retrieving a part corresponding 
to the machine part information (i.e., useful and tangible). 
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Although the recited process produces a useful, concrete, and tangible result, 
since the claimed invention, as a whole, is not within the technological arts as explained 
above, claim 1 is deemed to be directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

7. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nakamura (5,757,648). 

As best understood, Nakamura discloses the method of retrieving part 
information (via retrieving schedule of machine equipments) with the steps of retrieving 
machine part information from a disc-shaped portable mass-storage medium (via 
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schedule file 22; in which schedules of each machine equipment are stored), inputting 
retrieving condition (via a schedule assigning section 26; and via steps 603 to 609) to 
retrieve a part information to the machine part information. Nakamura further discloses 
using terminals (5, 9 and 13) to perform the steps and a numerical controller for 
controlling the production machine (via controller 20). Although Nakamura does not 
explicitly disclose a portable mass-storage medium and a portable personal computer, 
however, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the machine control of Nakamura to include a portable 
personal devices, since it has been held that making an old device portable or movable 
without producing any new an unexpected result involves only routine skill in the art. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Poth, Ng and Cornett et al. are cited for discloses the steps of 
retrieving machine components information.
